A« th. j 
inarched past the lake front park U 
take the trains for the world's fail 
groonds the hundreds of nnemployei; 
men who were sleieping there on th< 
soft green f,Tas8 rose np and lookot 
wonderin;;ly on. The laborers, clerk; 
and shop^'irls and business men Roin^ 
to perform their day's duty stopped and 
looked and so did the weary nignt toil- 
efs who were on their way home. 

The grand white city never looke'J 
more Ixaiuifal. All nightlong work 
men were busy employed in decorating 
the palaces o{ art and scieuoe and trad* 
for the reception of the multitudes wlu 
came here to t«ke part or to witness 
the events gotten np in honor of th( 
day of the prond prairie state. 

Bright colored banners floated from 
the lO.OiKJ peaks and pinnacles and 
waved Kaily in the refreshing? winds 
that blew from off the lake. The men 
at llie gates were reinforced in the morn 
ing in anticipation of the crowds tr 
come. But even with the additional 
help the gatamen had more than they 
conld do to keep the thousands of up 
plicants for admission from oongMting 
outside the !!<><> turnstiles.

From encli of the lii .^ates the niulti 
tndes poured into the grounds like ft 
mighty stream thrun-rh a lircach in ii 
dam, and scattered over the broiid ex 
panse until the grounds were almost 
Dlack with peoi)le. The visitors bepan 
to come as soon as the nnten were 
opened. The excursion boats, tlif 
steamcars, the elevated road and th 
surface cars were so jiacked with peo- 
ple that even the proverbial sardine 
would have I'uund it uncomfortably 
crowded in aiuiost any of the cars run 
ning to the fair from H o'(!lock in tlic 
mornitifc until lon^ after noon. Thci 
there was a lull in the vast stream oi 
humanity. But it only Inst^-d for a 
short time, when it was renewi d \<y 
hundreds and thousands of people leav 
ing their work downtown to oonM OOt 
and see the night's display. 

A lUmMlMbto VmtmAm, 

The day's entertainment began with 
a parade of the Illinois national gnanl, 
5,000 strong, leading the way for the 
savages and barbarians of the Midway 
Plaisance. The state militia marched 
into the Midway Plaisance from the 
west entrance and passed down the 
wonderful thoroughfare in "company 
front" order to the main grounds of the 
white city and as they moved by the 
nativeq in each village fell in behind 
First came the Bedouins riding camels 
and high-spirited Arabian horses. Th. y 
were allowed nearly 1,000 feet of snace 
and as the parade moved along those 
mounted on horses rode back and forth 
at full gallon with snow-white robes 
fluttering itf UM breeze, whirling their 
long spears about and displaying won 
dexTul feats of hor^mansbip. 

After the Bedouins came the Lap 
landers from tlie frigid sonea with their 
reindeer, and then came the cannibals 
of Dahomey. They were the most 
vicious looking warriors in the parade 
They were attired as if going out to 
battle. The king, a huge black fellow 
in fantastic attiiet wa^ m the lead. On 
his head was a sort of helmet- sur- 
mounted with s pair of ram'a horns 
He carried ft gSMCWsr club which he 
flourished about as he pranced about 
shouting in a savag* frwujr. while his 
followers sang a wild war song and 
beat torn toms and acted like demons. 
Hanidug doWittlw front of the oMwlbal 
king's breast was a peculiar^ looking 
protector made of uolishad hnman 
bones, and around his naok was an 
ornament of human teeth. 

The Ohineae, with an awfol looking 
dragon 00 f^t long, came next It was 
made of rice paper on a bamboo frame 
and carried by 20 Mongolians. Noth- 
ing but their feet could be seen and the 
horrid thing moved along in a dreadful 
lifelike manner. Strangely attired mu- 
sicians, playing on instruments no less 
strange, accompanied the dragon and 
the music, if such it can be called, was 
ear-splitting in the extreme. A band 
of savage sTonx. from the wilds of the 
west, in war paint and faatheri, fol- 
lowed the Chinese, and after tham came 
the South Sea islanders. 

Then in turn came the Hawaiibns, 
tha llWitanst tte Egypciass with their 
caoMji m4 ooDkeys, the Turks, the 
Hoori^ ue Swiss horn Vhrnm, Hagen 
beck's lions, the natives of Jahore, the 
Algarians and .the inhabitants of the 
Irish and German villages. In tha 
main grounds they war* joiiMd by the 
Italian marine*, the Britisn soldiaraftnd 
the West Point cadets. 

It was a strangely won4arf|4a|ght, 
and it ia doubtful U its like ^ e^er 
witnessed in the world before, or if any 
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again. There were soldiers armed with 
the most modern implements of death 
and warriors with crude bludgeons, 
spears and bows and Sl|l>WI pgnding 
jieacefnlly together. 

The jinrade was led by Governor Alt- 
geld and his staff until it reached t)ie 
Illinois building, where they droiii)ed 
out and the governor reviewed the pro- 
cession from tha fRnit portloo aa it 
passed. 

When the savages had returned to 
their temporary homes on the Miilway 
Plaisance and the civilized warriors 
had broken ranks the "coutfress of 
rougi. riders of the world" from 
Buffalo Hill's wild west ajiiieared and 
paraded through the irroniids. At the 
couclusioB of the parade (iovtmor Alt 
gold and his rtni! held a reofptloai* 
uie UUnois state building.

Two Hundred House* R«duo«d 
to Ashes. 
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FtveThvasaad People Made Hooicless by 

the Conflagration — An Aro» Iliiriied 
Over That BtraU the Great Cblcagu Klr« 
af lail^Vlftjr «MMiaa« People BeooBx 

Panlc-StrlrUen. 

Chicaoo, Aug. 2.').— A fire which ii 
tha extant of tha larrltary oorwadrlT 

als Chicago's historic conflagration, be 
gan in that part of the city known a> 
Boutli Ohieago about 4 o'doek yeater 
day afternoon. Tl:e 50,000 peojde com 
prising the inhabitants of the towr 
were precipitated into a panic, second 
only in this city ta that which charac 
terized the conflagration of 1871. Th« 
loss is estimated at $500,000. two bun 
dred houses were destroyed and 6,000 
persons were made homeless. 

The firf started in a a-story brick 
building at the oomer of Ninety-first 
and Superior avenue, and within tw( 
hours had consumed at least 80 build 
ings and five blocks of the greatest in 
dustrial suburb of Chicago. Among 
the first buildings to fall was the First 
Methodist cliu.ch at the corner of 
Ninety-first street and Superior avenue 
and the German Lutheran church oi; 
the opposite comer. Hardly had thest 
pretentious structures been levelled tc 
the ground than the fire was detected 
blaaing in a doaen placea further east. 
After leavteg Bqpcrior vrenne the 
flames reached Mid crossed ( )nt:iri<; 
avenue, BnlEa|o ayenoa, Macbiuaw 
avenuaand Greenbfty ftvenna to th« 

lake. 

The local tire department was power- 
less to check the fire, and when engine.* 
and firetugs were aant from this city 
their efforts were directed to aaving the 

immense lumberyards lying within a 
few blocks of the fire. Superior avenu, 
and the lake front was filled with frauu 
structures that burned rapidly as the 
strong wind carried clouds of smoke 
laden with sparks and embers in all di- 
rections. The steeples of the two large 
churches had hardly toppled over be 
fore the whole area of five bkwka waf 
full of small fire. 

Aa the pine structures' in which lived 
the workingmen employed in the large 
steel mills, and in which the smaller 
merchanta of the place made tlieii 
homes, were levelled in the roaring 
flames, those whose homes had not yet 
fallen were busy moving their good.- 
and household chattels to the other 
portions of the dty. Streets were 
blockaded with wagons containing the 
effects of the frightened and fleeing 
residents, and men and women ap- 
palled by the calamity, fled in every 
direction. 

Before scores of etiKiues had made 
the least appreciable effort upon the 
progress of the flames the Immense 
docks of the Sunday Tr. . !: Coal com- 
pany, at Harbor avenue and the river 
were burning. Over 100,000 tons of 
coal were stored in the hmmense bins 
belonging to this company wUoh ex- 
tends for 800 feat along the river 
front. 

At the same moment the A. R. Beck 

lumberyards with dock frontages al' 
most as elaborate wore found to be 
burning. When, the fire began in the 
coalyards every engine that could be 
spared and the powerful steamer Yo- 
Semite as soon as it reached the harbor 
was b-onght to fight the conflagration. 

The house at Superior avenue and 
Ninety-first street, in which the fire be- 
gan was owned by William (iillis and 
occupied by him as a residence. Those 
who saw the spread of the tirA say that 
from the a-atory frause structure it 
sprang to a cottage adjoining on the 
west. Brands falling upon a building 
at the corner of Buffalo avenue and 
Ninety-first street, one stiuare further 
west, soon sUrted a blaze which spread 
north and south on Buffalo aTanoe. 

Continuing from the center of the 
fire at the Gillis House four 84tory 
frame lnjuses on the north side of Nine- 
ty-First street were soon swept away. 
From the six houses then on tire the 
flames sprung across Ninety-First street 
to the south side, where three frame 
straetures aa auickly disappaared before 
the sweep of the flames. Sontti on Bu 
perior avenue the 2-story frame houae 
of Scjuire Mayo caught fire from the 
current of hot air loaded with sparks 
and this structure was soon ablaze, the 
increasing volume of flames leaped 
across Superior avenue to the west side, 
where a 8-story tenement houae was 
soon wrapped in the smoke that pre* 
ceded what was now growing to be a 
tornado of fire. 

A dozen houses in the vicinity of Su- 
perior avenue and Ninety-first street 
now having been swept away ip the 
whirlwind sniat of lha flrsa, tha m*lf

?ast and .itlorded rajiid headway by tht 
lack f>f i.rotective means, the fire Mwc jit 
Dii until more than 'Joo dwelliiiKs and 
bull<iin,L,'s were in aslie^. making 'i.ooi 
pef)ple iiomeless and entailing a loss of 
at least .^,">o(),i)()0. 

The fire st.irted. it is supi)osfd, from 
a siiionldering bonfire. Ali^ur 1mV1iic,< 
in the afternoon. a<-cordiiig t<i the state 
merits made by thos^ who claim to bt 
in i)ossession of the facts, two boy.' 
were playinif in the yard in the rear ol 
William (Jillis" house on the north sid* 
of Ninety-first street, between (rnturii 
and Superior avenues. They had bi'ei: 
baking i)otnt(Ji's and tired (»f tiie sport, 
left the dymn emlx-rs to resume theii 
play in another part of the vard. They 
did not see that the livecoals wert 
Mown in several direrfions by tin 
wind that swept lakeward, and in 
thou^'lit of (bin:,-er entered their mind-^. 

A pii'ceof bla/iug wood, it is claimed, 
was l)lo\vn near the hi;,'h boiird fenci 
bouiidiiiK' the yard on the west andsooi.

I'etTer, who thereuixtn began 8 
three hours' speech on the silver (lues 
tion. He was followed by another Pop 
ulisi senator, Mr. Allen of Nebraska. 
wh(j spoke for over an hour and a half 
in support of his amendment proposing 
to adcl to the V(K)rliees bill a proviso foi 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at the ratio of Hi to 1.

The storm was by far the most seven 
that has been exi)erienced in this citj 
this summer. There was no thunder,

Instead of this, 
after a day's threata naaifeeted in ac 
overcaat aky, an occasional light 
ahower, and an atmosphere anltry to a 
painful degree, there awiw nii oiitbrcuh 
that startled those who were on the 
streets. 

A gentle breeze began to relieve th* 
Bultryness just before 11 o'clock. With 
in 10 minutes it had increaHed to a vio- 
lence that was calculated to frightt i 
the timid. The rain came aoou af tei 
the wind, and It wkm BOl » dWWW. Imt 
a delnge. 

The Rainfall 

vln this city was the heavie.it in the his- 
tory of the weather bureau, according 
to Weather Observer Dunn. There wer( 
nearly fotur inches of rainfall on th( 
record for Sept. 22 nn.i I9e2, but 
Wednesday night's rainfall exceeded 
that, being over four inches. All the 
cellars along the East river were 
flooded. Tna cellara and basementt

Theaffeotof theitonn in the citj 
park8«waa qnlte noticeable. At Unioi; 
Square a forca of men arere pn^to work 
clearing np tha wsaekMe (tf the nnmer- 
ona trees that bad been stripped oi 
their branehea Mi dipping oth«« thai 
ahowad stgna of oraanng. AtObntral 
park nnmerona traaa were blown dowi;

On the Water. 

The efTccts of the st<jriii at the vari- 
ous yacht clubs aiichoragi's along tlie 
sound were trennMidous. The exces.sive 
ly heavy wiiicls on shore drove nian> 
l»oats to;^cther and great damage was- 
done among the frail cTHt'ts by col- 
lision. 

At Archmont harbor a big schooner 
went ashore early in the morning dur- 
ing the height of the storm on the 
rocks at Shcpiierd's Point. Her crew 
of several men remained on her at work 
on the iiiniii's. liut at the falling of the 
tide shf was left high and dry and will 
inevitably go to jneces. 

All ak>7ig the sound shore, from In- 
dian harbor at (Jreenwich to Port Mor- 
ris the devastation of the stfirm was ap- 
parent in the destroyed pier, the flijoded 
meadows, hinds and the shore houses, 
whose first flours were in luoat Inatances 

on a level with the water. 

The bay in the morning preseTited an 
unusual appearance. The stroiin south- 
west wind prevailing produced a sea 
that small craft vere unable to weath- 
er. Along the shores of the bay great 
clouds of spray da«hed high in the air 
and at vantage points (if view cruwds 
of spectators congregated tu watuh the 
magaifloant apectacle. 

Many Wrerk*. 

Reports by incoming steamboats 
from the snrronnding localities and re- 
Borts show that the storm has played 
havoc with small sailing craft and tnat 
theshoreaare strewn with wreokaof 
achooners, yachts and tugs. 

Captain Martin of the steamer St. 
John reports that he counted 20 yachts 
and small sloops ashore at Atlantic 
Highlands, some dismantled and full of 
water and others ashore and going to 
pieces. At midnight Cjaptain Martin 
aent out the lifeboat and rescued the 
captain, engineer, fireman and deck- 
hand of the tugboat General Humphrey, 
which sank shortly afterward. 

The steamer Castilian Prince from 
Buenoa Ayres, which has been anchored 
in the bav since her arrival, dragged 
her anchors and fouled tne bfurge 
Kingston, anchored below Liberty 
island. The Kingston sustained con- 
aideranle damage. Tv^'o schooners 
wura lean in collision off City island, 
' ona wal diamantled. The namea of the 
achooners could not be ascertained. 

The sloop vacht Vision, from Phila- 
delphia, lies on Potter's Beach at 
Davenport'a Neck, Longlsland Sound, 
almost a total wreck. The party who 
were in charre of her have disappeared. 
The damage to the craft is aoout 
200. The yacht Zeezee, owned by F. 
W. Sydner, was torn to pieces on the 
rooka off Hnc^son park. Thirty yachts 
at anchor off Echo bay in tne sound 
ware torn from their anchorage and 
more or less damaged. 

WORST EVER KNOWN. 

The Htiirin AIoiik the New .lerHey Cuaitt. 
Hcvcrjil Live* I.oitt. 

AsBVKV Pakk, N. J., Aug. 26.— The 
storm along the New Jeraey coast is 
the moat terrible thathaa arar been 
known. The waves hava dona hnc- 
dredaof thooaandsof doUaraof dam- 
age. 

At Aabury Park the greatest deatrno- 
tion la raoorded. There Founder Brad- 
lay'a famoua boardwalk is almoat a 
complete wreck. Oreat gaps hare been 
cut in it every few nundred feet 
ISveryone of the large and small public 
pavilions are more or less damaged, 
aome of them being so completely de- 
molished aa to reqwre entire rebuilding. 

The Mary F. Kelly, a 2-masted 
fishing schooner from New York, was 
wrecked at Aabory Park Thursday 
morning and fonr men were drowned. 
Those who perished waie the captain, 
Christopher Bratton of Brooklyn; First 
Mate Charlee Brown of Qreennoint, L. 
I. ; the steward, known as Walter, and 
a Norwegian fisherman, Harry firoden. 
The crew w<u> composed of .tt nas and 
seven men w <re saved.

Seventh avenue ana, aiiuuugu nikuiu 
20 feet of t'le board walk*, the waves 
were so high that It was impossible for 
the men to n och the shore. The waves 
kuockt^ the K>ttt on its beam end and 
the men clung to the ri."<ing and the 
bulkwarks. The captaia tried to 
make his woy from i.>ne place of 
safety to another when he was 
struck in the head with a log and 

washed overlmard. Two of the other 
men were unable to keep their hold on 
the ropes and they were washed to sea. 
The steward was drowned in his galley 
and his body was recovered about 8 
o'clock Thursday morning when the 
tide had receded sufficiently to allow 
people to board the boat. 

The first men taken from the boat 
were rescued by three guests and the 
proprietor of the Columbia hotel who 
irare out on the l>each in the storm. 

The loss to Founder Bradley will 
prolably amount to 880,000. and the 
loss to the Ocean Grove association 
will be as great as that. 

In Ocean Grove three rows of tents 
were completely demolished by the high 
wind and the residents had to seek shel- 
ter in hotels. Their clothes and fomi- 
ture were ruined by the rain. 

ReportM From Coney iHland. 

Coney Island, N. Y., Aiig. The 
most disastrous storm of years, if not of 
its entire history, howled around Coney 
Island all tliroutrh Wedtie8<lay night, 
setting in Ixifore midnight antl lasting 
until long after daylight. It wa« ac- 
I'onipanied by the highest tide which 
ever swept over this storm-beaten 
shore. 

The marine railroad running to Man- 
hattan lieach is totally wawlied out, 
shutting off This section of the islands 
from communication with the west 
end, the Brighton liea<'h hotel grounds 
are wrecked and the lawn and walks 
are completely gone. The tide swepi 
up to the electric railway tracks on 
Seabreeze avenue, nearly an eighth of 
a mile from low water mark. At West 
Brighton, Buhner's mammoth bathing 
navilion is a wreck. Rows of bathing- 
houses were torn from their founda- 
tions and ilistribnted along tha beach 
and carried out to sea. 

Small buildings were overturned and 
there was a general wrecking of shant- 
ies, shedt*, merry-go-rounda and other 
apparatus. 

There are probably 200 buildings, 
more or less preteutious in size from 
the old-fashioned bath h(JU8e.s to Bal- 
iiier's j'.-ivilion that have l)een washed 
up nil the beach, destroyed, and their 
contents lost as irredeemably as if by 
fire. 

The guests of Hotel Brighton were 
awakened by direction of the proprietor 
just after midnight, as it was thought 
])ossilile that the rising tide might ile- 
stroy the hotel. They reniaineil up all 
night. The first train over the Brighton 
road iu the morning carried away 
nearly all of the K'lests 

At Sheepshe.id hay the storm was 
particularly destructive. A great deal 
of i)roperty on land waa damaged and 
nearly every boat and aUfl in tlia baj 
is more or less injured. 

Many of the stables at the Coney 
Island .Jockey cluh track wfirs diun- 
aged. but the'race honas wwaxamovad 

without injury.
